SHEPHERD'S BUSH EXHIBITION PERFIN 
SB/Ex S0720.01 John Nelson 


As a spin-off from the survey of perfins found on the 1924, 1925 
British Exhibition Stamps, I have been told of a cover of the 
Coronation Exhibition held at the White City, Shepherd's Bush in 
1911, bearing a KE7 Jjd perforated SB/Ex and pmkd 11 August 1911. 


The White City, Shepherd's Bush was the site of the Franco-British 
Exhibition in 1908 and other exhibitions were held there annually 
almost up to the start of the First World War. 


It would be interesting to get some idea of what stamps the die is 
to be found on, the dates of use, town postmarks, and in connection 
with which of the exhibitions.
